Matsuoka 
pro- 


jposed a neutrality pact with the 
United States, a suggestion sum- 
marily rejected by Cordell Hull, 
then U. S. secretary of state. 


Konoye said that "earlier Matsuo- 
ka, returning from Germany in a 
"bad 
mood," prevented Japanese 
acceptance of the American plan 
eight months before Pearl Harbor. 
That plan. Konoye wrote, 
was 
based on an American promise to 
help obtain Chungking's agreement 
to peace In China. 


Pressed by political, army and 
navy leaders to quit stalling —they 
saw in the American plan an op- 
portunity- to pull Japan's chestnuts 
out of the China fire — Matsuoka 
forwarded his answer to the United 
States on May 1.2 


Shortly thereafter 
he 
received 


from Germany 
a 
reply 
which 


sought to use the negotiations as 
a means of preventing the 
U. S. 


from convoying goods to Britain, 
under threat 
that 
such 
action 


would force Japan to enter the war. 


The Associated Press 
obtained 


Ktmoye's': memoirs three days be- 
fore his /suicide. They are being 
translated, and copies have 
been 
giyen to Joseph B. Keenan 
who 


will prosecute Japan's leading war 
criminals. 


Matsuoka told the emperor 
on 


May 8 that if the U. S. should 
Join in the European.war. "Japan 
would naturally have to stand on 
the side of Germany and Italy," 
the former premier wrote. 


Earlier Konoye had asked Adm 


Isorofcu 
Yamamoto. 
then com- 


mander in chief of the combined 
Japanese fleet, "what 
are the 


chances if there should be a Jap- 
anese-American war?" 
Yamamoto replied: 


' 
"If they say it must be done, 


we will run around at will 
for 
about half a year or a year. But if 
it stretches into two or three years, 
I have no confidence in a success- 
ful ending." 


Alarmed by the navy attitude, 


Konoye related his excitement at 
Deceiving the American plan for an 
understanding between the two na- 
tions, an excitement that prompted 
to meet Matsuoka at Tachikawa 
airfield when the latter returned 
from Europe where he had con- 
ferred with Nazi chieftains.
